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SUMMARY 


Broiler  and  egg  production  will  be  smaller  than  a 
year  earlier  in  the  second  half  of  1980,  and  turkey 
output  will  be  slightly  higher.  During  this  period, 
broiler  and  egg  prices  will  be  higher  than  last  year, 
with  turkey  prices  near  1979.  Price  gains  during 
July  and  August  brought  poultry  producers  relief 
from  the  cost-price  squeeze  of  the  first  half,  but  feed 
price  increases  since  June  may  squeeze  producers' 
returns  by  the  fourth  quarter. 

Red  meat  production  in  the  second  half  of  1980 
may  be  about  the  same  as  in  1979.  Although  pork 
production  is  anticipated  to  about  equal  year-earlier 
levels  in  the  second  half,  output  could  be  record 
large  late  in  the  third  quarter  and  early  in  the 
fourth.  If  so,  livestock  and  poultry  prices  could  fall 
from  their  July-August  levels. 

The  general  economic  factors  influencing  demand 
indicate  a  recovering,  but  still  weak,  economy.  While 
gross  national  product  and  money  incomes  may  be 
recovering  from  the  second-quarter  1980  lows,  infla- 


tion shows  signs  of  increasing  again  and  real  per 
capita  disposable  income  is  anticipated  to  continue 
declining.  The  unemployment  rate  could  stay  high 
for  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  net  effect  is  likely  to 
limit  price  strength  for  poultry  and  eggs  even  as  pro- 
duction declines. 

Egg  production  in  the  second  quarter  was  down  1 
percent  from  1979.  Third-quarter  output  will  likely 
be  down  1  percent  from  1979,  with  a  2-percent 
decline  expected  for  the  fourth  quarter.  Reduced 
layer  numbers  and  a  rate  of  lay  about  matching  1979 
levels  account  for  these  lower  production  estimates. 
Egg  prices  rose  in  July  due  to  reduced  supplies  and 
higher  prices  for  other  protein  foods.  They  could 
average  above  1979  levels  in  the  second  half. 

Before  this  summer's  heat  wave,  broiler  producers 
were  reducing  their  chick  hatch  and  placing  fewer 
pullets  in  hatchery  supply  flocks  in  response  to  the 
cost-price  squeeze  of  the  first  half.  The  hot  weather 
further  reduced  hatchery  supply  flocks,  egg  size,  and

hatchability.  With  planned  reductions  and  heat  loss, 
broiler  output  could  be  down  4  percent  from  last  year 
in  the  third  quarter  and  4  to  6  percent  in  the  fourth. 

Seasonally  low  pork  supplies  and  heat-induced 
broiler  losses  contributed  to  sharply  higher  prices 
during  July  and  August.  However,  larger  pork  sup- 
plies and  post-Labor  day  demand  weakness  are 
expected  to  cause  prices  to  decline  from  current  lev- 
els. The  9-city  weighted  average  broiler  price  may  be 
around  51  cents  in  the  third  quarter.  The  fourth- 
quarter  price  may  average  47  to  49  cents,  compared 
with  last  year's  41.7  cents.  Prospects  for  the  first 
quarter  of  1981  indicate  that  producers  will  be  fac- 
ing less  competition  from  other  meats  and  that  pro- 
duction costs  will  be  above  a  year  earlier. 

In  the  second  quarter,  turkey  producers  had  nega- 


tive returns  for  the  first  time  since  1977.  Turkey 
prices  dropped  in  the  second  quarter  because  of  the 
large  carryover  stocks  of  turkey  meat,  a  12-percent 
increase  in  output  from  a  year  earlier,  large  compet- 
ing meat  supplies,  and  a  weak  economy.  Turkey  out- 
put could  be  slightly  above  last  year  in  the  second 
half. 

Reduced  supplies  of  competing  meats  strengthened 
turkey  prices  in  July  and  early  August,  but  prices 
may  weaken  later  in  September  as  pork  production 
rises.  New  York  prices  for  young  hen  turkeys  may 
average  65  to  67  cents  in  the  third  quarter,  and 
increase  about  6  to  7  cents  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
Prospects  for  turkeys  during  January-June  1981 
indicate  smaller  supplies  of  competing  meats  and 
higher  production  costs  than  in  1980.

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POULTRY  AND  EGG  SITUATION 


Factors  Affecting  The  Poultry 
and  Egg  Situation 

Demand  for  poultry  products  has  been  very  good 
this  year,  considering  the  sluggish  economy.  Broiler 
production  was  reduced  by  the  heat  wave  this  sum- 
mer. Seasonally  reduced  hog  marketings  and  contin- 
ued low  beef  production  reduced  competing  meat 
supplies.  Dry,  hot  weather  in  most  of  the  major  crop 
producing  regions  is  causing  a  sharp  decline  in  this 
year's  corn  and  soybean  crops.  As  a  result,  feed 
prices  will  average  higher  than  last  year. 

Economy  Has  Bottomed  Out 

Midyear  statistics  suggest  the  economy  hit  its 
lowest  point  in  real  gross  national  product  (measured 
in  1972  dollars)  in  the  second  quarter  of  1980.  The 
recession  will  probably  continue  through  1980,  with 
real  gross  national  product  continuing  below  year 
earlier  levels.  Unemployment  will  remain  at  high 
levels  and  real  disposable  personal  income  (in  1972 
dollars)  will  decline  during  the  rest  of  1980. 

The  various  automatic  economic  stabilizers  (such 
as  food  stamps  and  unemployment  compensation) 
counteract  many  of  the  recession  effects,  especially 
on  food  demand.  Purchases  of  durable  goods  tend  to 
suffer  more  than  food  items  in  times  of  falling 
incomes. 

Food  stamps  in  particular  help  maintain  food 
demand.  A  recent  study  found  a  significant  differ- 
ence in  the  value  of  poultry  purchases  by  food  stamp 
users  compared  with  nonfood  stamp  users.  ^  The  food 
stamp  users'  average  dollar  purchase  of  poultry  was 
20  percent  higher  than  for  nonfood  stamp  users.  The 
data  available  did  not  permit  an  analysis  of  volume 
purchased— only  dollars  spent.  Food  stamp  users  also 
purchased  more  of  the  other  high  protein  foods. 

Feed  Costs  to  Rise 

Dry,  hot  weather  in  most  of  the  main  crop— 
producing  regions  is  causing  a  sharp  decline  in  this 
year's  corn  and  soybean  crops.  The  August  crop 
report  estimated  1980/81  corn  production  at  6.65  bil- 
lion bushels,  down  14  percent  from  last  year.  The

1980/81  soybean  crop  was  estimated  at  1.88  billion 
bushels,  down  17  percent  from  last  year. 

Drought-reduced  potential  supplies,  plus  a  tighten- 
ing of  free  stocks  through  increases  in  the  farmer- 
owned  reserve  and  Government  purchases,  have  lead 
to  sharply  higher  prices.  During  the  current  market- 
ing year  (begun  October  1,  1979)  the  farm  price  of 
corn  is  expected  to  average  about  $2.50  per  bushel. 
The  projected  1980/81  average  farm  price  of  corn  is 
$2.90  to  $3.40  per  bushel.  In  addition,  the  recent 
increase  in  the  Government  loan  rate  raises  the  floor 
price  for  corn  during  next  year. 

Prices  of  soybean  meal  are  also  expected  to 
increase.  Soybean  meal  (44  percent  protein)  at  Deca- 
tur averaged  about  $180  per  ton  in  1979/80.  Antici- 
pating the  reduced  supplies,  soybean  meal  prices 
have  already  increased.  Prices  in  mid-August  were 
around  $200  per  ton  compared  with  $185  a  year  ear- 
lier. The  projected  1980/81  soybean  meal  price  is 
$185  to  $255. 

Red  Meat  Supplies  Continue  Large 

Total  red  meat  production  in  the  second  quarter  of 
1980  was  up  8  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Beef  pro- 
duction was  up  3  percent  and  pork  was  up  15  per- 
cent. 

The  June  1  Hogs  and  Pigs  report  shows  hog  pro- 
ducers are  cutting  production.  The  inventory  of  hogs 
kept  for  breeding  declined  8  percent  from  a  year  ear- 
lier, and  farrowing  intentions  for  June-November 
1980  were  8  percent  below  1979.  The  number  of 
market  hogs  on  June  1,  1980,  was  3  percent  above 
June  1979.  Pork  production  is  expected  to  remain 
above  1979  levels  in  the  third  quarter  and  then 
decline  to  3  percent  below  last  year's  level  in  the 
fourth  quarter.  Thus,  second  half  1980  pork  produc- 
tion would  Mqual  year-earlier  levels.  If  these  esti- 
mates are  attained,  per  capita  pork  production  would 
reach  70  pounds  per  person  on  a  retail  weight  basis. 
Even  though  pork  production  is  expected  to  decline 
from  year-ago  levels  in  the  fourth  quarter,  there  will 
still  be  large  pork  supplies. 

Beef  production  will  about  equal  year-ago  levels  in 
both  the  third  and  fourth  quarters.  Per  capita  con- 
sumption (retail  weight  basis)  would  be  slightly 
below  year-ago  levels  if  the  expected  production  lev- 
els are  attained.  For  the  year,  per  capita  consump- 
tion may  be  off  2  to  3  pounds,  with  over  half  of  this 
decline  having  occurred  in  the  first  quarter. 
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EGGS 

Egg  production  this  summer  and  fall  may  be 
slightly  below  1979  levels,  principally  because  of 
reduced  layer  numbers.  Reduced  supplies  are  expect- 
ed to  result  in  July-December  egg  prices  averaging 
slightly  above  1979  levels. 

Egg  Production  To  Decline  Slightly 

In  the  second  quarter,  egg  production  was  down  1 
percent  from  1979.  The  rate  of  lay  which  had  kept 
egg  production  above  levels  of  a  year  earlier  during 
the  first  4  months  of  1980  declined  to  year-earlier 
levels  during  May  and  June.  Heavy  culling  and  addi- 
tion of  young  birds  to  the  laying  flocks  resulted  in  a 
high  rate  of  lay  earlier  in  the  year,  but  cuUings  and 
additions  have  been  tapering  off,  resulting  in  an  old- 
er flock  and  a  rate  of  lay  near  last  year. 

This  summer  the  South  had  unusually  hot  weath- 
er. However,  total  eggs  produced  in  the  U.S.  during 
July  were  down  only  1  percent.  Thus  any  reductions 
due  to  the  heat  were  evidently  offset  by  increased 
production  outside  the  affected  areas.  Another  effect 
of  the  heat  was  a  decrease  in  the  size  of  the  eggs, 
resulting  in  fewer  large  eggs  and  more  medium  eggs. 

Layer  numbers  were  down  1  percent  on  August  1 
and  are  expected  to  remain  below  year-earlier  levels 
this  year.  The  hatch  of  egg-type  chicks  has  been 
below  1979  levels  every  month  in  1980  except  Febru- 
ary. In  addition,  the  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on 
August  1  was  9  percent  below  year-earlier  levels, 
suggesting  there  will  be  fewer  replacement  pullets  in 
the  first  part  of  1981. 

The  nurhber  of  light-type  hens  slaughtered  have 
generally  been  above  the  1979  levels  thus  far  in 
1980.  However,  the  margin  of  increase  over  1979  has 
been  declining  since  last  January.  Weekly  reports 


indicate  slaughter  dropped  below  year  earlier  levels 
in  late  July  and  continued  down  during  the  first  2 
weeks  of  August. 

Egg  production  during  the  third  quarter  will  prob- 
ably be  around  1  percent  below  a  year  earlier 
because  of  lower  layer  numbers.  Egg-type  hatch  5  to 
6  months  previous  indicates  there  will  be  about  14

percent  fewer  replacement  pullets  this  fall  than  a 
year  earlier.  Although  producers  will  likely  decrease 
their  cullings  of  old  birds  this  fall  from  levels  last 
October  -  December,  the  reduced  cullings  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  offset  the  sharp  drop  in  available 
replacement  pullets.  Thus,  egg  production  in  the 
fourth  quarter  is  expected  to  be  around  2  percent 
below  last  year. 

Producer  returns  were  not  favorable  during  the 
first  half  of  1980  because  of  low  egg  prices.  Although 
increased  egg  prices  in  July  resulted  in  favorable 
returns,  the  increased  corn  and  meal  prices  will 
result  in  costs  of  production  near  expected  egg  prices 
during  the  rest  of  this  year. 


Egg  Prices  To  Increase  Seasonally 

Second  quarter  cartoned  Grade  A  large  eggs  in 
New  York  averaged  58  cents  a  dozen,  about  8  cents 
less  than  a  year  ago.  In  July,  the  average  price  was 
68  cents  a  dozen,  and  it  is  expected  to  average  from 
68  to  70  cents  for  the  entire  third  quarter,  compared 
with  65  cents  a  year  ago.  The  increase  in  prices  of 
large  eggs  during  July  may  have  been  because  of 
heat-induced  reductions  in  numbers  of  large  eggs. 

With  egg  production  expected  to  be  down  around  2 


percent  and  the  seasonal  increase  in  demand  for  eggs 
for  home  and  commercial  baking,  egg  prices  this  fall 
are  expected  to  average  72-75  cents  a  dozen.  One  fac- 
tor that  may  limit  price  increases  this  fall  is  the 
high  price  of  sugar.  Sugar  is  used  extensively  in  both 
commercial  and  home  holiday  baking.  With  the  high 
sugar  prices,  holiday  baking  and  thusly  demand  for 
eggs  will  likely  suffer. 

Domestic  Use  Down,  Exports  Increase 

During  January-June,  consumption  of  shell  eggs 
and  the  shell  equivalent  of  egg  products  totaled  an 
estimated  139  eggs  per  person,  an  egg  less  than  the 
140  eggs  consumed  during  the  first  half  of  1979. 
More  eggs  were  exported  this  year  than  last,  but  mil- 
itary and  hatching  use  were  down. 

Exports  of  eggs  through  the  first  6  months  of  this 
year  were  well  above  a  year  ago.  Exports  of  shell 
eggs  and  egg  products  totaled  nearly  62  million 
dozen  (shell  equivalent),  up  76  percent  from 
January-June  1979.  Exports  of  egg  products 
increased  76  percent,  while  those  of  shell  eggs  other 
than  hatching  eggs  rose  127  percent.  About  one-half 
of  the  total  (shell  equivalent)  exports  were  egg  pro- 
ducts. Shipments  to  U.S.  territories  remained  about 
the  same  as  last  year,  at  10.7  million  dozen. 
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Broilers 

Broiler  production  was  up  in  the  first  half  of  1980 
but  will  trail  year-earlier  levels  in  the  second  half. 
Ample  supplies  of  pork,  additional  nonfed  cattle 
slaughter,  and  reduced  consumer  buying  power  will 
contribute  to  seasonally  weaken  broiler  prices  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  this  year. 

Production  to  Decline 

Broiler  production  increased  5  percent  in  the  first 
half  of  1980  compared  to  1979.  Production  in  the 
third  quarter  of  1980  is  being  reduced  by  the  heat 
wave,  as  an  estimated  7  to  8  million  birds  were  lost. 
This  loss  is  equivalent  to  about  1  percent  of  1979 
third  quarter  production.  The  number  of  broiler 
chicks  hatched  in  May  through  July  was  2  percent 
less  than  a  year  earlier.  Slaughter  weights  declined 
nearly  3  percent  from  1979  during  July  and  were 
down  1  to  2  percent  in  the  first  2  weeks  of  August. 
Weekly  broiler  production  during  July  was  8  percent 
below  July  1979  as  there  were  both  fewer  birds  and 
lighter  weights.  Production  in  the  first  2  weeks  of 
August  was  nearly  4  percent  below  comparable 
weeks  last  year.  Weekly  slaughter  and  hatchery 
reports  suggest  third  quarter  broiler  production  may 
be  4  percent  below  1979's  2,855  million  pounds. 

Forecasting  fourth  quarter  1980  broiler  production 
has  been  complicated  by  the  long-term  effects  of  this 
summer's  unusually  hot  weather.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  a  substantial  number  of  breeder  hens 
were  lost  and  hatchability  was  reduced.  When  it  is 
hot,  layers  also  tend  to  lay  smaller  eggs.  Since  chick 
weights  correspond  to  egg  size  and  chick  weight  at 
hatching  influences  the  rate  of  growth,  broiler  pro- 
ducers normally  only  set  large  eggs.  All  of  these  fac- 
tors are  influencing  the  number  of  eggs  set  this  sum- 


mer. The  number  of  eggs  set  declined  5  to  6  percent 
for  the  weeks  ending  July  19  and  26,  1980.  The  per- 
centage of  chicks  hatched  3  weeks  later  from  eggs 
set  the  last  2  weeks  in  July  plus  the  first  week  in 
August  averaged  76  percent  where  as  the  hatchabili- 
ty was  79  percent  in  July  1979. 

Broiler  producers  reduced  placements  for  their 
hatchery  supply  flocks  during  the  first  half  of  1980. 
Cumulative  pullet  placements  7-14  months  earlier 
for  the  third  quarter  were  1  percent  below  year  ear- 
lier levels.  The  slaughter  of  heavy  type  mature 
chickens  dropped  below  year-earlier  levels  in  June, 
indicating  broiler  producers  were  stabilizing  their 
hatchery  supply  flocks.  After  the  heat  losses,  heavy 
type  mature  chicken  slaughter  dropped  50  to  75  per- 
cent in  the  weekly  reports  from  year-earlier  levels  as 
producers  delayed  culling  to  maintain  layer  numbers. 
This  reduced  culling  will  likely  continue  in  coming 
months  as  producers  try  to  maximize  usage  of  their 
flocks.  Nevertheless,  fourth-quarter  broiler  produc- 
tion could  be  4  to  6  percent  below  year-earlier  levels. 

Broiler  Prices  To  Drop  Below  Break-Even  Level 

The  heat  wave  reduced  supplies  have  strengthened 
broiler  prices  this  summer.  The  9-city  weighted  aver- 
age price  for  July  was  52.8  cents  compared  with  43.3 
cents  in  June  and  42.8  cents  in  July  1979.  The  July 
price  was  about  8  cents  above  the  estimated  costs  of 
production.  Prices  in  August  have  dropped,  but 
remain  above  estimated  costs  of  production.  Howev- 
er, pork  supplies  in  July  and  August  were  lower  than 
expected.  Seasonally  larger  pork  supplies  in 
September-October  will  likely  weaken  broiler  prices. 
Third  quarter  9-city  broiler  prices  are  expected  to 
average  near  51  cents  per  pound. 

Recent  increases  in  corn  and  meal  prices  have 
added  several  cents  to  the  cost  of  producing  broilers.

Thus,  profit  prospects  are  uncertain  beyond  the  sum- 
mer when  broiler  prices  generally  weaken.  Fourth 
quarter  broiler  prices  are  expected  to  weaken  season- 
ally and  may  average  45  to  47  cents  per  pound. 

Young  Chicken  Exports  Above  1979 

U.S.  exports  of  young  chicken  (primarily  broilers) 
and  chicken  parts  during  the  first  6  months  of  1980 
totaled  256  million  pounds,  49  percent  more  than  in 
1979.  Shipments  of  young  chickens  and  parts  to  U.S. 
territories  (Puerto  Rico  and  the  Virgin  Islands) 
through  June  totaled  77  million  pounds,  13  percent 
more  than  the  first  half  of  1979. 

First  Quarter  1981  Broiler  Prospects 

Unfavorable  weather  has  reduced  prospective 
1980/81  feed  supplies  from  earlier  expectations  but 
are  still  adequate  to  supply  needs.  However,  feed 
prices  will  be  higher  than  this  year.  Inflation  will 
continue  to  push  up  other  production  costs.  Thus 
broiler  production  costs  will  continue  to  rise  in  1981. 

Consumer  demand  will  be  strengthed  by  increased 
disposable  income,  but  unemployment  could  still  be 
high.  Supplies  of  competing  meats  will  be  below  1980 
levels.  In  the  first  quarter  of  1981  wholesale  broiler 
prices  could  be  in  the  51  to  53  cent  range  if  output  is 
about  3  to  5  percent  below  the  January-March  1980 
level.

August  22,  purchases  totaled  7.7  million  pounds  of 
fresh  frozen  cut-up  chicken  3.1  million  pounds  of 
cooked  frozen  cut-up  chicken  and  1.4  million  pounds 
of  thighs  and  drumsticks.  Purchases  were  made  at  a 
cost  of  $18.5  million.  This  is  the  first  year  thighs  and 
drumsticks  have  been  purchased  by  FSQS. 


TURKEYS 

Turkey  production  will  show  another  large 
increase  in  1980.  These  large  turkey  supplies,  plus 
large  supplies  of  other  meats,  have  resulted  in  tur- 
key prices  below  the  past  2  years.  Stocks  of  turkeys 
in  cold  storage  continue  well  above  year-earlier  lev- 
els, limiting  price  gains. 

1980  Production  Still  Higher 

Federally  inspected  turkey  slaughter  during  the 
first  6  months  of  this  year  totaled  897  million 
pounds  (ready-to-cook),  22  percent  above  the  first 
half  of  1979.  The  number  of  turkeys  marketed 
increased  23  percent  over  a  year-earlier  but  the  aver- 
age weight  was  down  1  percent.  The  hatch  during 
September  1979  through  February  1980  was  up  19 
percent  but  declined  to  equal  a  year  earlier  during 
March- June.  The  hatch  in  July  was  up  11  percent 
and  eggs  in  incubators  on  August  1  were  up  5  per- 
cent. 

Turkey  meat  output  during  July-December  likely 
will  be  up  slightly  from  last  year.  Assuming  produc- 
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ers  ship  turkeys  at  about  the  same  weight  as  last 
year,  output  for  all  of  1980  is  expected  to  total 
around  2.3  billion  pounds,  up  7  percent  from  1979. 

Turkey  Prices  to  Increase 

Wholesale  prices  for  8-16  pound  hen  turkeys  at 
New  York  during  the  first  half  of  1980  were  down 
almost  12  cents  from  the  first  half  of  1979.  The 
lower  prices  were  caused  by  a  sharp,  increase  in  pro-

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duction,  large  stocks  of  turkeys,  declining  prices  of 
competing  meats,  and  the  usual  seasonal  weakness 
in  demand.  The  effects  of  the  heat  wave  helped 
strengthen  turkey  prices  and  competing  meats  dur- 
ing July  and  into  August.  Despite  larger  supplies 
(production  plus  stocks)  than  last  year,  prices  may 
average  11  to  13  cents  higher  in  the  third  quarter 
than  this  spring.  This  would  be  up  about  3  cents 
from  the  third  quarter  of  1979.  Fourth-quarter  young 
hen  turkey  prices  at  New  York  could  average  68  to 
70  cents.  This  compares  with  73  cents  per  pound 
average  for  fourth  quarter  1979. 

Record  1980  Turkey  Crop 

The  1980  turkey  crop  is  expected  to  total  about 
168  million  head,  7  percent  above  1979's  156  million. 

The  number  of  heavy  breed  turkeys  raised  is 
expected  to  total  about  152  million  head,  5  percent 
more  than  in  1979.  Light  breed  turkeys  may  increase 
40  percent  to  16  million  head.  Despite  this  large  per- 
centage increase,  light  breed  turkeys  still  accounted 
for  only  9  percent  of  all  turkeys  raised. 

Minnesota  remains  the  largest  turkey  producing 
State  with  an  expected  28  million  turkeys  raised  in 
1980,  12  percent  above  1979.  North  Carolina  ranks 
second  with  24  million,  up  3  percent.  California  is 
third  with  21  million,  followed  by  Arkansas  with  15 
million. 


Large  Turkey  Stocks 

While  cold  storage  stocks  of  turkeys  remain  shar- 
ply above  last  year's  level,  the  industry  reduced  the 
relative  level  of  stocks  this  spring.  From  an  increase 
of  37  percent  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  stocks 
rose  to  53  percent  above  year-earlier  levels  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  quarter.  Stocks  were  down  to 
43  percent  above  a  year  earlier  at  the  beginning  of 
the  third  quarter  and  August  1  at  326  million  were 
20  percent  larger.  Retailer  specialing  and  increased 
exports  have  helped  reduce  stocks  during  the  usual 
period  of  low  seasonal  demand. 

USDA  Purchases  Turkey  For  Food  Programs 

On  June  10,  USDA  announced  plans  to  buy  tur- 
keys and  turkey  rolls  to  be  used  in  school  lunch  and 
other  domestic  food  programs.  The  first  purchases 
were  for  whole-carcass  turkeys,  with  later  purchases 
to  include  cooked  turkey  rolls. 

Through  August  28th,  USDA  had  purchased  2.7 
million  pounds  of  ready-to-cook  young  turkeys, 
980,000  pounds  of  bulk  pack  turkeys  and  5  million 
pounds  of  cooked  turkey  rolls.  This  was  the 
equivalent  of  11.6  million  p)Ounds  of  ready-to-cook 
turkey.  Purchases  were  made  at  a  cost  of  $7.8  mil- 
lion. 


Turkey  Exports  Above  1979 

Turkey  meat  exports  are  running  above  1979  lev- 
els. Through  June,  exports  were  up  50  percent  to  28 
million  pounds.  Whole  turkey  exports  increased  71 
percent  and  cut-up  turkey  46  percent.  Turkey 
exports  during  the  balance  of  1980  are  expected  to 
equal  or  be  slightly  above  the  1979  levels. 

Shipments  to  U.S.  territories  (Puerto  Rico  and  the 
Virgin  Islands)  during  January-June  totaled  836,000 
pounds,  compared  with  911,000  pounds  in  the  first 
half  of  1979. 


Turkey  Prospects  for  First  Half  1981 

January-June  1981  prospects  for  the  turkey  indus- 
try do  not  appear  favorable.  Higher  feed  prices  and 
generally  rising  prices  for  other  production  inputs 
will  increase  the  cost  of  production.  Competing  meat 
supplies  may  be  down  from  this  year's  levels,  espe- 
cially if  pork  and  broiler  producers  cut  production. 
Consumer  incomes  should  be  rising  as  the  economy 
recovers  but  unemployment  could  still  be  high.  How- 
ever, this  is  the  period  of  low  seasonal  demand  for 
turkeys.  Increased  corn  and  meal  prices  will  probably 
result  in  turkey  producers  slowing  the  expansion  of 
recent  years  in  1981.  However,  much  depends  on  how 
well  cold  storage  stocks  are  reduced  this  fall.  First 
half  1981  prices  for  young  hen  turkeys  could  average 
67-69  cents  in  New  York,  if  producers  maintain  pro- 
duction at  this  year's  level.
